I have noticed that on several o oc aalona oartain dapartaant 
and agency officials hare ahoan a tendency to eeek tram, Ccngreea 
larger appropriations than sere contemplated in official budget 

estimates* 

The estimates ahleh I transmit to Congress reflect a balanced 
program for tbs executive branch as a whole, and each individual 
estimate is oonsidared in the light of this program, its relation¬ 
ship to other estimates, and tbs fiscal position of the Oarer—an t. 
While agency witnesses before congressional ccsadttees mast feel 
free to supply facts in answer to questions of committee nsatoera, 

I cannot oondone the practice of seising upon any opportunity . 
which presents itself to indicate an opinion, either directly or 
indirectly, that my estimates are insufficient* 

When you notify the heads of the various departments and 
agencies of tbs amounts to be included in tbs 1948 Budget for - 
their activities, I wish you would include a reminder that I 
shall expect them and their subordinates to support o nl y.,t h e 
President's estlmatea in hearings and discussicngjwttn m s where 
of Congress.
